This decree 
called for the construction of a slag cement plant at BisenhuettenI onbinat 
Ost with a potential annual capacity of 200,000 tons and a second 
plant at Huedersdorf with a potential annuel capacity of 270,000 tons. Con' 
struction of these cement plants was to have begun in December 1951,
